And thus do I make their good* nature contribute, 
to my fecurity, as w;;ll as quiet. 

My Lord was greatly pleafed with what his aQ«> 
phew faid* 

Upon fome occafion. Lady G. refle^ed upon ^ 
lady £qt' prudery i znA was going on, when Sir 
Charles interrupting lur, faid, Take care. Lady G- 
«— Youy ladies, take care ; for I am afraid^.thit Mo- 
desty, under this name, will become ignominiou§t^ 
^and be banilhed the hearts, at leaft the behaviour 
^nd converratio% of all thofe whofe fortunes o^- 
InclinsCtions cairy |:hem often to places of publi^. 
refort. 

Talk of places of public refort ! faid X-ord L. - 
It is vexatious to obferve at fuch, how men of real 
merit are negl^idled by the fine ladies of the age,, 
.while every dittindion is (hewn to fops and foplings. 

But who, my Lord, faid Sir Charles, are thofp. 
.women? Are they not generally of a clafs with thoi^ 
men? Flippant women love empty men, becaufe. 
ihey cannot reproach them with a fuperiority pjE 
underftanding, but keep their folly in countenaace^ 
They arc afraid of a wife man : But I would by no 
means have Aich a one turn fool to pieafe them;^ 
For they will deljpife the wife man's folly piorp. 
than the filly man's, and with reafon; becaufe bein^ 
uncharadteriQic, , it muft fit merfc aukwardly upo^u 
}>im than the other's can do. 

. Yet wifdom itfelf, and the truefl wifdom, goodnefsp^ 
faid Mrs Reeve^, is fometimes thought to fit un- 
gracefully, when it Is unchara6leriftic, not to thi* 
a^aoi. but to the times. She then named a perfoi|i 

whO) 
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who was branded as a hypocrite for performing all 
his duties publicly. 

He will be worfe fpoken of, if he declines doing 
fo, faid Dr Bartlett. His enemies will add the charge 
of cowardice ; and acquit him of the other. 

Lady.Gertrude being withdrawn, it was mention- ^ 
ed as a wonder, that vo agreeable a woman as (he 
muft have been in her youth, and ftill was for her 
years, fhould remain fmgle. Lord G. faid, that (he 
Ifad had many offers : And once, before ihe was 
twenty, had like to have ftolen a wedding : But her 
fears, he faid, (ince that, had kept her fmgle* 

The longer, faid Sir Charles, a woman remains 
unmarried, the more apprehenfive fhe will be of en- 
tering into the ftate. Atfeventeen or eighteen a girl 
will plunge into it, fometimes without either tear 
or wit $ at twenty ihe will begin to think ; at 
twenty four will weigh and difcriminate ; at twenty " 
tight will be afraid of venturing ; at thirty will turn 
aboub, and look down the hill (he has afcended ; 
and, as occasions offer, and inftances are given, will 
fometimes repent, fometimes rejoice, that (he has 
gained that fummic^/tf. 

Indeed, {aid Mrs Reeves, I believe in Englaftd 
many a poor girl goes up the hill with a companion 
(he would little care for, if the date of a fingle wo- 
{nam were not here fo peculiarly unprovided and 
helplefs ; For girls of flender fortunes, if they havQ 
been genteelly brought up, how can they when fa- 
mily-connections are diffolved, fupport themfelves ? 
A man can rife in a profeflion, and, if he acquired 
wealth in a trade, can get above it, and be refpeft- 
ed. A woman is looked upon as demeaning her- 
felf, if fhe gains a maintenance by her needle, or by 
domeflic attendance on a fuperior; and without 
them where has (he a retreat ? 

You fpeak, good Mrs Reeves, faid Sir Charles, 
as if yon would join with Dr Bartlett and me iu 
wifhing the efiahlifhntemt of a fchcme we. have of teil 
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talked oyer, tho' the name of it would make many 
a lady ftart. We want to fee eftabliihed in every 
county Protcflaut Nunneries ; in which iingle wo- 
men of fmall or no fortunes might live with al} 
manner of freedom, under fuch regulations as \X 
would be a difgrace for a modeft or good womaa 
»ot to comply with, were (he abfolutely on her owa 
bands $ and to be allowed to quit it whenever ^they 
pleafed. 

Well, brother, faid Lady G. and why could yoii 
not have got all this fettled a fortnight ago (you 
chat can c^rry every point )| and have made poQf 
me a Lady Abbefs ? 

You are IHll better provided for, my lifter. Bu| 
let the dodor and me proceed with our fchemct 
The governefles or matrons of the fociety I woul4 
have to be women of family, of vnblameable cha* 
racers from infancy, and noted equally for thei^ 
prudence, good- nature, and gentlenefs of manners^ 
The attendants, for the {lighter fervices, ihould be 
the hopeful female children of the boneH induf* 
trious poor. 

Do you not, ladies, imagine, faid Dr Bartlett^ 
that fuch a fociety as this, all women of unblemiih- 
ed reputation, employing themfelves as each (conr 
fulting her own genius) at her admiQion, ihall un? 
dertake to employ herfelf, and fupported genteelly^ 
fome at more, fome at lefs expence to the. foundar 
tion, according to their circum dances, might be*> 
^come a national good ; and particularly a feminar 
ry for good wives, and the infiitution a ftand for 
virtue, in an age given up to luxury, extrataganc^i^ 
^d amufements little lefs than riotous \ 

How could it be fupported ? faid Lord W. 

Many of the perfons, of which each commiinicy 
would confift, would be, I imagine, replied Sir 
Charles, no expence to it at all ; as nuinbers oF 
young women, joining their fmall fortunes, might 
$e able, in fucb ^ fociety, tg {aaiutain themfelve/i 
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lienteellj on their own income ; tho* each, fingly in 
the world, would be diftrtfTed. Belides, liberty 
might be giren'for wives, in the abfence of ihdt 
hu{bands,Tnthis maritime country; and forwidows, 
who, on the deaths of theirs, might wifli to retire 
^rom the noife and hurry of the world, for three, 
fix, or twelve months, more or lefs ; to i efide in this 
well-regulated fociety : And fuch perlbns, we may 
fappofe, would be glad, according to their relpec- 
tive abilities, to be bencfadrefTes to it. No doubt 
but it would have befides the countenance of the 
Vrell'difpofed of both fexes ; fmce every family in 
Britain, in their connexions and relations, near or 
diftant, might be benefited by fo reputable and ufe* 
ful. an inftitution : To fay nothing of the works of 
the ladies in it, the prbftts of which perhaps will be 
thought proper to be curried towards the fupport 
t)f a foundation that fo genteelly fupports them* 
Yet I would have a number of hours in each day, 
for the encouragement of induftry, that flioujd be 
called, their own ; and what was produced in them 
to be folely appropriated to their own ufe. 

A" truly worthy divine, at the appointment of the 
bifhop of the diocefe, to diredl and animate the de« 
Votion of fuch a fociety, and to guard it from that 
fuperftition and enthufiafm which foars to wild 
heights in almoft all nunneries, would confirm it a 
bleffing to the kingdom, 

I have another fcheme, my lord, proceeded Sir 
Charles — An hofpital for female penitents: For 
fuch unhappy women, as having been once drawn 
in^ and betrayed by the perfidy of men, find them* 
felves, by the cruelty of the world, and principally 
by that of their own fex, unable to recover the path 
of virtue, when perhaps (convincedof the wicked- 
hefs of the men in whoie honour they confided) 
they would willingly make their firft departure from 
it the laft. 

Theic 
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Thefcy continued he^ are the poor creatures wb# 
are eminently entitled to our pity, tho* they feldoiu 
meet \7ith it. Good- nature, and Credulity j the 
child of good- nature, are generally, as I have the 
charity to believe, rather than vicioufnefs, the foun* 
dation of their crime. Thofe men who pretend 
they would not be the firft deftroyers of a woman's 
innocence, look upon thefe as fair prize. But what 
a wretch is he, who, feeing a poor creature expofftd 
en the fummit of a dangerous precipice, and unable, 
without an aOSftine hand, to find her way down, 
would rather pufli her into the gulph below, than 
convey her down in fafety ? 

Speaking of the force put upon a daughter's in- 
clinations in wedlock ; tyranny and ingratitude, 
faid Sir Charles, from a man beloved, will be more 
fupportable to a woman of (Irong pafllons,than even 
kindnefs from a man ihe loves not : Shall not pa* 
rents then, who hope to fee their children happy^ 
avoid compelling them to give theii hands to a man 
who has no (hare in their hearts ? 

Bnt would you allow young ladies to be their own 
chufers, Sir Charles ? faid mr Reeves. 

Daughters, replied he, who are earneft to chuie 
for themfelves, ihould be doubly careful that pru- 
dence juftifies their choice. Every widow who 
marries imprudently (and very many there are who 
do) fumifhes a ftrong argument in favour of a pa- 
rent's authority over a maiden daughter. A de- 
figning man looks out for a woman who has an in- 
dependent fortune, and has no quedions to afk. He 
feems ajured of finding indifcretion and rafimefs in 
fuch a one to befriend him. But ought not (he 
to think herftlf aflPronted, and refolved to difap* 
point him ? 

But how, faid Lady G. Itall a young creature be 
able to judge — 

By his application to /^r, rather than to her na- 

iUiral friends and relations ; h^ his er.d.avouring to 
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•s^ena^ her ftfi^ie<Slionl: from them; by^wiibme her 
to favour/ private and cktadeAine meetings (con* 
fcious (hat his pretenfions will not (bind diibuflWn).; 
}>Y the inequality of his fortune to her^s : And has 
not our excellent Mifs Byron, in the letters to her 
Xucy (bowiug to ne) which he has had the good- 
nefs to. allow us to read, helped us to a criterion'^ 

* Men in their .addrefTes to young wome99 Ac ycry 

* happily obf^rves, forget not to fet foKw^d the 
"^ * advantages -by which they are diftinguiihed, whe- 

* ther hereditary or acquired ; while love, iove, is 
< all (he cry of jhiin:who Jias no other to boaft of.* 

And by that means, faid.Lady Gertrude, fetting 
the filly creature at vartamoe with all her friends^ he 
jnakes her £ghC:hi5 battles for hiui; >and .become 
herfelfthe cat's .paw to help him to the ^ready- 
roafted chefnuts. 

But, dear, brother, feid Lafly G...do you thiafc 
Jove. is fueh a ftaid> deliberate paflion, la^^to, allow/ ji 
•young creature* 10 take ^ime: .to ponder, a»d weigli 
,all the merits of the cairfe ? 
. Jjove at firft iight» aafwered Sir Charles, niuft m» 
.diicai;e.a mmd,pneparedSor* impreflAon, andafudden 

Sftof paffion,.and that of the lead noble kind; 
ee there could be no .oppcaituatty of knowing the 
merit of the objeA. What.rwoman would have hcr- 
felf fuppofed capable of fuch a iiniery^t ? In a imn% 
it is an indelicate paroxyfm : /'Sutin aM<«i0^^fr,.who 
expe<fls prote£Hon aad.inftru6tion from a man»'much 
more fo. Love, at firft, may be only fancy. Sufih 
a young love may be eafily given up,. and o^aght, to 
a parent's judgment. Nor is the conquefl; fo difficulc 
as fome ypung creatures think it. One thiug,,my 
good Emily, let me, fay to you^ as a rule of fome 
4u>nfequenee in the world you are juft entering into 
—T- Young perfons, on arduous occafions, efpeciaUy 
in love- cafes, fhould not prefume te advife young 
perfpns ; becaufe they.feldom can diveft themfelvcs 
of paflion, partiality, or prejudice ; that is, indeed^ 
Vol. V, E of 
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cf youth ; and forbear to mix their own concern* 
and byafles with the queftion referred to them. It 
ihould not be put from young friend to young 
friend. What would you do in fuch a cafe ? buty 
What ought to be done ? 

How the dear girl blufhed, and how pleafed ihe 
looked, to be particularly addreiTed at her guardian ! 

Lady Gertrude fpokeof a certain father, who for 
interefted views obliged his daughter to marry a^ 
fifteen,when fhe was not only indifferent to the man, 
but had formed no right notions of the ftate. 

And are they not unhappy ? afked Sir Charles. 

They are, replied ihe. 

I knew fuch an inftance, returned he. The la- 
dy was handfome, and had her full (hare of vani- 
ty. She believed every man who faid civil things 
to her was in love with her; and had (he been 
fingle, that he would have made his addrefles to 
her. She fuppofed, that (he might haveiiad this 
great man, or that f had fhe not been precipitated : 
And this broueht her to flight the man who had, 
as (he concluded, deprived her of better offers. 
They were unhappy to "the end of their lives. 
Had the lady lived fmgle long enough to find out 
the difference between compliment and fmcerity, 
and that the man who flattered her vanity meant 
no more than to take advantage of her folly, fhe 
would haVt thought hcrfelf not unhappy with 
the very man with whom (he was fo diffatis- 
fied. .

She is of the firft confideration in her 
own country : She will be of fuch wherever (he 
goes. My iLadyMaflFei deferves likewise your ut- 
mofl refped. Then addrefiing htrnfclf to them» 
I>adies, £ud he, encourage my fiders ; They will 
think themfelves honoured by your commands* 

The two (ifters confirmed,^ in an obliging man- 
ner, what their brother hati faid ; and both ladies 
acknowledged themfehres indebted to them for their 
b£fered friendibip f But Lady Olivia feeided not at 
all fatisfied with their brother : And it was with 
fome difficulty he prevailed on her to return to the 
company, and drink coffee.

©NWednefday the 29- 30th of April, in the even- 
ing, as my brother was purfuing his journey tQ Paris* 
and was within two miles of that capital, afervant- 
man rode up, in vifible terror, to kis poft^haife,

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ill which "were Mr. Lowtber. and biiBfdf» and be- 
feught them- to hear his dreadful tale. The gentle* 
men ftopt» and he told them, that his m^er, who, 
was an Engliihinany and his friend of the fame 
nsttiony had been but a little while before attacked^ 
and forced out of the road in their pofl-cbaife, as 
he doubted not, to be murdered, by no lefs than 
ieven armed hoHemen ; and he pointed to a hill 
at a didance, called Mont Matre, behind which 
they were at that moment perpetrating their bloody 
piirpofe. He bad juft before, he faid, addreffed 
htrnfelf to two f>ther gentlemen, and their retinue^ 
who^rove on the &fter for it« 

The fervaht's great coat was open ; and Sir 
Charles obfervihg his livery, aiked him, if he were 
not a fervant of Sir Hargrave PoUezfen ? and was 
anfwered in the affirmative. 

There are, it fecms, trees planted on each fide 
the road from St Denis to Paris, but which, as 
IVance is an open and uninclofed country, would 
not, but for the hill, have hindered the feeing a 
great way off the fcuffling of fo many men on 
horfeback. There is alfo a ditch on either hand ; 
hut places left for owners to come at their grounds 
with their carts and other carriages. Sir Charles 
i»rdered the poft-boy to drive to one of thofe paf- 
fkges, faying, he could not forgive himfelf, if he 
did not endeavour to faye Sir Hargrave and his 
friend, whofe name the man told him was Merce- 
da. 

' His own fervants were three in number, befides 
one of Mr Lowther's. My brother made Mr Low- 
ther's fervant difmount ; and, getting himfelf on 
his horfe, ordered the others to follow him. He 
begged Mr Lowther to continue in the chaife, bid- 
ding the dtfmomited fervant ftay and attend his 
mafter, and galloped away towards the hill. His 
ears were foon pierced with the cries of the poor 
wretches ; and prefendy he law two men on horfe- 
back holding the horfes of four others, who had 
il under 
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\iftdcrthcm the two gendemen, ftrugglmg, gtoztx* 
Sng, and crying t)ut for mercy. * 

Sir Chams, %ho was a good 1jray -a-hisad of hfs 
fervants, (galling out to iparc the gentiem'en, aflS 
lending his coutfc to relieve the proftrate fufferersj 
Iwo of the foar quitted their jjrey^ stud mounting, 
joined the tither tv^ horfemen, and advanced tb 
meetiiimy with a fhewiDf fupportrng the two meh 
•n foot in thefr Violence, who t:ontlnaed laying otr 
~die wretches with the but-ends of their whips un« 
mercifully. 

As the affailalits oScttd Hot to fly, and as they 
had more than time enough to execute their pur»* 
pofe, had it been robbery and mdrder, Sir Charles 
tfonduded, it%as likely that thefe men were a6hr« 
ated by a private revenge. Ht was confirmed itt 
riiis furmife, when the foUr men on horfeback, tho' 
each had his piftol ready drawn^ as'Sir'Charles ah 
ft) had his, demanded a <totofcrente ^ warning Si'f 
Charles how he provoked his fstte by his raihnefjr, 
and declaring, thathe was a dead man if he fired. 

Forbear theo^ Aid Sir Charles^i all further vio- 
knces to the gentlemen, and I will heat^hat yotl 
kave to fay. 

He then put his piftol into his holfler ; and on^ 
Cf his feHaAts being (foifie tip, an^ the two others 
at hand (to whom he called out not to fire till' 
Aey had his Orders), he gave him his hcide's reins, 
bidding him have an efCon xM holllers of both, 
and leapt down, and drawing his fword, made to ' 
"wards the two men who were fo cruelly exercifing- 
their whips, and who, oh his approach, retired to 
'feme little diftance', drawing their hangers. 

The four men on horfeback joined the two on 
feot, juft as they were quitting tfie dbjefls of their 
fary ; and oHe of them faid, Forbear, for the pre* 
lent, fmthcr violence, brother; the gentleman fhall 
lie told the cauie of all this.— Murder, Sir, faid 
lie, is not intended, nor arc we robbers': The men 

Vtt. V, O -whom 
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vrhom you are folitiitous to fkve from cm* ve&«» 
geance are villains. 

Be the caufe what it wllU anTweped Sir Charles^ 
you arc in a country noted for doing j^^ juftice'^ 
upon proper application to the magiftrates. In 
tlie fame inAant he raifed firft one groan&g tbAUf 
then the other. Their heads vere all over bloody, 
and they were fo much bniifed, that they could 
not extend their arms to reach their wigs and hats^ 
which lay near them, nor put them on without Sir 
Charles's help. 

The men on foot "by this time had mounted 
their horfes, and aU fix ftood upon th^ir defence ^ 
but one of them was fo furious, crying out, that 
his vengeance Ihould be yet more complete, that 
two of the others could hardly reftraili hinih 

Sir Charles afked Sir Hargrave and Mr Merce-r 
da, whether they had reafon to look upou chem-» 
felves as injured men, or injurers ? One of the af- 
failants anfwered, that chtsy both knew themfelveS' 
to be villains. 

Either from confcioufnefs of terror^ perhaps 
from both, they could not ipeak for themfelves buC 
by groans ; nor could either of them (land or fit: 
upright. 

Juft then came up An the chaife, Mr LowUle^ 
and his fervaat, each a piftol in has hand. He- 
quitted the chaife when he eaiiie nesur the fufler** 
ing men ; and Sir Charles defired him inllantly ta» 
examine whether the ^entkmeii were dangearoufly^ 
hurt or not. 

The moil enraged ^f the aifailaims bai^it^ flipt^ 
by the two who were ears^efttbrtftraiti bi<jA« Would 
again have attacked Mr Men^eda, offering a firolte 
at him with his hanger : But Sir Charles Ibis dra^mf 
fwocd Rill in his hand) caught hold af hU bridk 1 
and, tumiiM' his horie's hfcad afide» diverted, a 
ftroke, which, in all pfObsfbilitj^ would otherwiiflt 
Jiavc been a ^iihiag onett . .

Here wc (laid two days ; and then, my illnefs be- 
ing principally owing to fatigue^ I found myfeJf c- 
nabled to proceed. At two of the clock in the 
jnorning Of the 28th, v^e profecuted our journey, in 
palpable darknefs, and djibial weather, though tltt 
winds were fomewhat laid ; and reaching the foot 
;of Mount Ccnis by hreak of day, arrived s^t Lane- 
bourg, a poor little village, fo environed by high 
mountains, that for three months in the twelve it 
is hardly vifited by the chearing rays of the fun. 
Every objedl which here prefents itfelf is exceffive- 
ly miferable. The people arc generally of an olive 
complexion, with wens under their chins ; fome fo 
inonllrous, efpecially women, as quite disfigure 
them. 

Here it is ufual to unfcrew and take in pieces the 
chaifes, in order to carry them on mules over the 
mountain, and to put them together on the other 
fide : For the Savoy fide of the mountain is mvkch 
more diffipult to pafs* than, the other.' ]^ut Sir 
Charles chofe not to lofe time | and therefore left 
the chaife to the. care of the inn-keeper ; prpceed- 
ingwith all expedition to gain the top pf tjie hill. 
The way we were cairied was as fallows : A 
kind of horfe, as it is called with you, with two 
. poles like thofe mf chainpea, wat the .vehict^. on 
. which is fecurc4 a fort of elbow <:haxr<.in wfcich 
the traveller fits. A mm beferc, another ^e)iind» 
x:arry this open, machine _w:i5h fo mvidx fwiftn^fe, 
that they are continually rupning-ftad flppping, 
like wild goats, from tock to rock, the four miles 
of that alcent.

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I could not be fo fearlefs on this occafion as Sir 
Charles was, though he had very exadtly deicribed 
to me how every thing would be. Then, thougbr 
the (ky was clear when we pa^fied this mountain^ , 
yet the cold wind blew quantities of frozen fhow 
in Our faces ; infomuch that it feemed to be juft as • 
if people were employed, all the time we were paf* 
fing, to wound us with the ibarpef^ needles. They 
indeed call the wind that brings this iharp*pointed^. 
ihow, The T'ormenta. 

An adventure, which any- where elfe might 
have appeared ridiculous, I was afraid would have 
]^oved fatal to one of our chairmen, as I will caflt; 
them. I had fi^>t ddwn my hat to fcreen my eyes 
from the fury of that deluge of iharp- pointed fro*^ 
sen fitow ; and it was blown off my head, by a 
fudden giift> down the precipices : I gave it for 
lofty and was about to bind a handkerchfef over 
the woolen cap, which thofe people provide to tie 
under the chin, when one of the ^(lifting carriers 
(for they arc. always fi» in number to every chair^ . 
in order ta relieve one another) undertook to re- 
cover |t» I thought tt.impofilble to be done $ the* 
paflkge being,' asl imagined,^ only pradlicabte for- 
birds : However, I promHed him a crown reward; 
Sf he did* Never could the leap» of the moft dez- 
ttrous of rope-dancers be compared to thofe of thi^- 
daring fellow : I faw him fomettmcs jumping from-' 
roek to rock, fometimes rolling down a declivity* - 
of fnow like a ninepin, fometimes running, feme- 
times hopping, fkippingf in (hort, he defcended 
like lightning to the verge of a torrent, where he- 
fiDttnfd the hat« He came up almoil as quick, and 
appeared as Hrtle fatigued as if he had never left us.

Now, now, have I Jived long enough. He bowe J 
his head upon his pillow, and meditated me ; his 
countenance, {hining with pleafure, in defiance of 
pain. . 

The bilhop entered : He could not be prefent at 
our-firft interview. 

My lord, faid Jeronymo, make k your, care that 
my dear friend be treated, by every foul o£ our 
family, with the gratitud*e* and refpedl which are 
due to his goodnefs. Methinks' L am ealier and 
happier this moment, than I have bqen for the te* 
dious fpace of time fince I bil faw him-.^ He* 
named that fpace of time to the day, and to the 
¥ery hour of the day. • 

The Marquis and Marchionefs fignifyiftg their 
pleafure to fee me, the bilhop led me to them. My 
reception fron^^the Marquis -was kinsl; from his 
lady it was as that of a mother to a long abfent 
fon. I had ever beefl, fhe ' was pleafed to fay, a 
fourth £>n in her eye ; and now that fhe had been 
informed that I had brought over with me a fur«^ 
geon of experience, and the advice in writing of 
eminent phyficians of my country, the obligations 
I had laid on their whole family^ whatever were 
the fuccefs, were unreturnable. 
- I a&ed leave to introduce Mr Lowther to them* 
They received him with great pdtcenefs, and re* 
commended their Jeronymo to his be ft &ilL Mr 
Lowther's hon^ft heart was engaged by a recep- 
tion fb kind.

The two furgeons who now attend Signor Jero- 
njmo are both of this country. They were fent 
for.. With the approbation, and at the requefl of 
the family, I prefented Mr Lowther to them; but 
firfl gave them. his charadler, as a modefl man, as 
a f^an of -fkill and experience ; and told them, 
that h had quitted bufmefs, and wanted not either 
fame or fortune. 

They acquainted him with the cafe, and their 
methods t)f proceeding. Mr Lowther afllfted in 
the drc flings that very evening. Jeronymo would 
have me to be prefent, Mr Lowther fuggefted an 
alteration in their method, but in fb eafy and gen- 
tle a manner (as if . her doubted not but fucA was 
their intention when the ftate of the wounds would 
admit of that method of treatment) that the gen- 
tlemen came readily into it. A great deal of mat* 
ter had been coUe^^ed, by means of the wrong 
methods purfupd j and he propoied, if the patient^ 
flrength would, bdw it, to make an aperture below 
4he principal wpuad»: in order to difch'arge the 
matter downward ; and he fuggefted the drefling 
■with. holloa tents and bandage, and to difmifs the 
-large tents, with which they had been accuftomed 
to diftend the wound, to the extreme anguifh of 
the patient, on pretence of keeping it open, to af* 
fift the difcharge. . 

: Let me now give you^ my dear friend, a brief 
hiftory of my JeronymQ's.c^fe, and of the circum- 
iftances which ha?^ attended it ; by which you will 
«be able to account :for the difficulties of it, and 
>how it has happened, that, in fuch a fpace of time, 
either c]ie cpre was.not effe^ed,or that the patient

Sometimes too sy>t to blame their phyficians, and

attending 
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atttndtng this unhappy dife ha3 been more than 
once changed. Signor Jeronymo, it feemsi wa« 
Tinlkilfully treated by the yonfig furgeon of Cre- 
mona, who was firft engaced ^ He ncgle^ed the 
xnoft dangerous wound ; and, whto he attended to 
it, managed it wrong, for want of experience. H^ 
is therefore very properly difmiffed. 

The unhappy man had at fiirK three wounds i 
One in his breaft, which had been for fbme tim^ 
healed ; one in his (houldcr, which, through his 
t>wn impatience, haviug been too fuddenly healed 
up, wa^ obliged to be laid open again : The othei^ ' 
Avhich is the moft dangerou^ is in the hip-joint. 

A furgeon of this place, and another at Padua> 
were next employed. The cure not advan* 
ciixg, a furgeon of eminence from Paris was fent 
for. 

Mr Lowthcr tells me, that this mail's method 
was by far the moft eligible i but tli^t h6 under* 
took too much ; (ince, ^t& the Hrfl, there cotdA 
not be any hope, from the nature of the wound la 
the hip-joint, that the patteiH^eould ever walk, 
withdut Hicks or trutdies : And 6f this opinion 
were the other two furgeons : But the Freli^^ gen* 
tleman was fo very pragmatidaU that he'wo^M 
^neither draw with them, n6r gite reafbns for whait 
he did$ rcfgarding them only as his adiftants. 
*3Hi^y could not kmg bear this ufage, and gave up 
to him in difguft.
